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The Ixact Definition and Amplification of the Program 
Resolutions of the Third Extraordinary Great Congress 
of the Organization of Ukrainian Nationalists 

Seven years have passed since the Third Jbctraord inary Great Congress of 
the Organization o.t Ukrainian Nationalists aaopted the Program Resolutions 
and these years have fully established the great achievement which these 
resolutions represent** Subsequent events have confirraed them and have 
shown how right they were and how fully they correspona to the aesires and 
interests of the Ukrainian nation * Having solvea all the political uiiu 
social problems in the spirit of justice and in the lignt of the nation 0 s 
neeus, the Program Resolutions of the Third UVZ (Extraordinary Great Con- 
gress^ oi the OUN nave made it possible to mobilize, in on organized strug- 
gle for the liberation and construction of an independent United Ukrainian 
State (USSD;, the masses of action and to secure political growth ana or- 
ganizational widening of the Organisation of Ukrainian Nationalists,, 

the same time life nas proved that the Program Resolutions of the Third 
NVZ of the GUN are in need of exact definition ana amplification. This is 
quite understandable ana natural© a political organization which is gro w- 
ing and developing must develop its program and has to put all sorts of 
revisions and corrections so as not to be left behind © 

The amplifications of the Program Resolutions of the Third UVZ of the DUN 
which were required were the subject of prolonged discussions within the 
Organisation of Ukrainian Nationalists© In august 194V a conference of 
the Provid oi the OUN in the Ukraine drew up a project of the exact defirxl® 

Lions and amplifications of the program, and in June 1950 the Conference of 
the Organization of Ukrainian Nationalists in the Ukrainian lands accepted 
and confirmed the final text of the exact definitions and amplifications of 
the OUN program© 

These new exact definitions and amplifications of the program in no way 25X1 A 
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differ from the Program He solutions of the Third NVZ of the OUN * They 
were accepted as oeing in full agreement with the spirit of these Program 
Resolutions and they are a further interpretation of these Resolutions* 

The exact definitions and amplifications are concerned with the following 
matters:

a* Political Questions : 

The Program Resolutions of the Third MZ of the OUN were accepted at 
the time when the Ukrainian nation and the Organisation of Ukrainian 
Nationalists were fighting stubbornly against the German invaders* 
when the Ukrainian Insurgent Ara^y began her activities* This moment 
has found its reflection in the Program Resolutions where* in the 
preface, it is stated that the OUN fights against the "German new 
Rurope", "against the German National-Socialism" , and against "the 
German invaders"* 


Today these questions are no more of interest and the OUN Conference in 
the Ukraine has deleted them from the Program Resolutions, and the pref- 
ace to the Program has been adjusted to the present conditions * 

b* Questions Concerned IVith the Structure of the State : 

At the time when the Third NVZ of the OUN took place the questions con- 
cerning the structure of the state were not as urgent as today 0 The 
more burning problems then were the political and social ones. This is 
why the question of the structure of the Independent United Ukrainian 
State wciS not sufficiently explained in the Program Resolutions of the 
Third NVL of the OUN* However, the whole underlying spirit of the pro- 
graM Resolutions makes it clear that the OUN fights for a democratic or- 
der in the future independent United Ukrainian State and there are a 
number of points in the irograa Resolutions, especially ‘Point 10, which 
definitely lays down the future democratic principles* The new inter- 
pretations of the OUN Conference in the Ukraine wore formulated with 
this in view* 

The OUN Conference in the Ukraine clearly defined that the OUN fights 
for a democratic structure of the Independent United Uxrainian State* 

This Conference has amplified the democratic principles of the future 
structure of the Independent United Utcrainian State by emphasising 
the freedom of political and social organizations* 

Co Social Questions: 

The solution of the agricultural problem undertaken by the Third NVZ of 
the OUN has given rise to a conscious or sub-conscious ascribing to the 
OUN of intentions which have nothing in cannon with the spirit of its pro- 
gram or with its practical activities* In view of this the OUN Confer- 
ence in the Ukraine has redrafted that point of the Program Resolutions 
which deals with agricultural matters* The Conference clearly stated 
that the OUN fights for the complete destruction of the kolkhoz system 
in the Ukraine, that it also fights against the return to the landlord 
system of agriculture, and that it fights for a free distribution of 
land to the peasants as owners of small one-man working farms * The 
OUN considers that 3uch a solution will be the best and will bring the 
greatest advantage to the Ukrainian nation and tnat such solution cor- 
responds with the vdshea of the greatest number of the Ukrainian peasants* 

At the same time the OUN recognizes the right for communal cooperative 
type faming and to other forme of agriculture provided that they are 
built on a voluntary agreement of the peasants and on the basis of their 
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own work* 



The Program Resolutions of the Third NVZ of the OUN were drawn up in 
conditions of intensive underground struggle ana it is understandable 
that there were many oversights, namely; nothing was said aoout 
mineral rights, ownership of forests, water, transport, and banks* 
However, the Program Resolutions do not leave any doubt that all these 
branches of the economy must be either ownea by the State or oy the 
community «, The interpretation of the OUN Conference in the Ukraine is 
made in this spirit and suitable amplifications were rnaue in the fro~ 
gram Resolutions of the Third NVZ of the OUN* 


d* Cultural and Educational patters : 

The OUN Conference in the Ukraine amplified point 7(a) of the Program 
Resolutions by a statement that education in the Independent United 
Ukrainian State will be free of charge 0 These are the main definitions 
ana amplifications of the Program Resolutions of the Third NVZ of the 
OUN which were adopted by the OUN Conference in the Ukraine which took 
place in June 1950 o The new text of the exact definition and amplifi- 
cations of the Program Resolutions of the Third NVZ of the OUN is given 
below*

nation enslaves culturally and politically and exploits economically other 
nations^ hence the OUN fights against the USSR*" 1/ 

In paragraph 3 of the same preface delete the words: “and against the German 
National-Socialism' 1 0 The paragraph should read: 11 The OUN* with firm determines 
tion, fights against internationalists and Facist-National-Sociaiist programs 
and political concepts* as they are instruments in trie hands of an aggressive 
imperialist policy* Therefore, we fight against the Russian Coiauunist -Bol- 
shevism? 2/ 

3° In paragraph 4 of the same preface delete the words: "and German"* The 
whole paragraph should read: “The OUN is against the nations which, in 
pursuance of imperialist aims, 8 liberates 9 , ^places under protection 8 , or 
D defends e other nations because behind these innocent words there is a dis- 
graceful meaning of enslavement, violence, and robbery* Therefore, the OUN 
fights against Russian-BoXshevik plunderers until they purge the Ukraine of 
all °protectors* and 9 liberators 4, until they will acnieve their aim - an 
Independent United Ukrainian State in which the peasant, the worker, and the 
member of the intelligentsia will be able to live a free, prosperous, ana 
cultural life* 11 2/ 

4o In paragraph 5 of the same preface delete the words “and German" and replace 
the word "commissars" by "dignitaries"* The whole paragraph should read: 
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The CWM fights for a full liberation of the Ukrainian nation from the 
Russian-Bolshevik yoke, and for the building of an Independent United 
Ukrainian State without landlords and capitalists and without Bolshevik 
dignitaries, members of the NKVD,and Party parasites- 1 ' kj 

5 - In paragraph 6 of the same preface, in the context "--.-and will concen- 
trate the entire human energy on building a new national order and a just 
social structure o oo" the word ''new* 1 shall be replaced by the word "demo- 
cratic"* £/

order" the word "new" shall be replaced by the word "democratic" and in 
the context ’^^^new social order", the word "new" shall be replaced by 
the word "just"o The whole paragraph should read: "In the ranks of the 
OUN there are to be found peasants, workers, and intelligentsia all fight- 
ing against the plunderer for an Independent United Ukrainian State, for 
national and social liberation, for democratic state order, and for a just
